ROCCO SALVATORE/ an LCN member, was born on 
May 27, 1910, in Chicago, Illinois.

Intelligence obtained from thè Chicago 
Police Department indicated that SALVATORE was BATTAGLIA's 
brother-in-law. 


In a 1959 Chicago Tribune article. there appe; 
a photoara ph of 

1 JOSEPH GAGLIANO, WILLIAM MESSINÓ, both LCN— 
members, and SALVATORE. The article revealed that all 
worked for a company accused in a $75,000 a year shake- 
down operation of juke box operators.
